SUBJECT 


: Payment of Special Transport at Ion Costs 


1. This memorandum contains reecaraendations for your approval. 

These recommendations are contained In paragraph 4. 

2. In many overseas installations, it Is necessary that Agency 
personnel who are subject to frequent recall to the office during 
non-duty hours use taxicabs, their personal vehicles, or official 
vehicles far such transportation because of the lack of or Inadequacies 
in public transportation. Existing government regulations specifically 
state that transportation between an employee's place of residence and 
place of business mist be at the employee * s personal expense. In 
recent months there have been numerous instances where it has come to 
our attention that strict application of the standard regulations has 
caused what we consider to be mi unwarranted financial burden on cer- 
tain of our operational personnel and those administrative personnel 
working in dose support of operations, nils has been particularly 
true in some of the less developed countries and in areas where crisis 
situations have necessitated almost regular non- duty hour trips between 
places of residence and work. 

3. We believe that, in formulating and interpreting the standard qq 
government regulations, the Controller General and others who have C25X1 
rendered opinions on this subject were not considering situations com- ° 

parable to those faced by our personnel stationed abroad a nd that 

financial relief to certain of our personnel Is warranted .\ I 
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k. In vlev of the above, It is recoaaaeaded that: 

a. Chiefs of Operating Divisions he authorized to 
designate those Stations and Bases in their areas where 
reimbursement of transportation costs Between residence 
and office is approved due to the fact that local trans- 
portation facilities are nonexistent or unsafe. 

b. Such xeij&urseneat to be Halted to those instances 
where the individual is recalled to the office during non- 
duty hour#.
